Plain  ed«e ; Pole  to 
cap,  Punctuated  date.  About  VG/About  Good,  weak  reverse  as  usual ; light  mint  clip 
opposite  cap  and  LI.  Rare  perfect  reverse  die  state. 

2.  1804.  B-40;  G-4.  Close  date,  crosslet  4;  Stems,  break  through  R.  AU-50,  exceptionally 
choice,  and  beautifully  mottled  with  plenty  of  faded  mint  luster. 

3.  B-42 ; G-2.  Plain  4 ; Stemless.  Perfect  dies.  Nearly  Fine,  but  with  a scattering  of  old 
nicks ; unevenly  struck  on  the  reverse.
